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A  NEW  OPPORTUNITY  FOR  SUMMER  STUDY  ... 
THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL  CONCEPT 

The  Summer  School  at  Brandeis  aims  at  a  two-fold  experiment 
in  education. 

The  first  is  that  all  courses  will  be  offered  within  the  framework 
of  Institutes  embodying  unifying  themes.  The  thematic  approach 
will  enable  faculty  and  students  to  relate  their  experience  in  one 
course  to  that  in  another  and  to  meet  in  colloquia  and  conferences 
sometimes  cutting  across  disciplinary  lines. 

The  Brandeis  Summer  School  will  also  experiment  by  opening  all 
of  its  courses  except  those  in  Physics  to  both  qualified  under- 
graduates and .  graduate  students.  Although  many  universities 
offer  a  limited  number  of  courses  open  to  graduates  and 
undergraduates  during  the  regular  academic  year,  such  courses 
are   rarely   available   during  the  simimer  term. 

Undergraduates  who  wish  to  have  a  more  mature  learning 
experience,  or  who  are  especially  interested  in  a  teacher  of 
national  reputation  or  an  Institute  theme,  are  encouraged  to 
apply.  Those  who  expect  to  do  graduate  work  after  graduation 
will  find  experience  in  these  courses  particularly  profitable. 

Graduate  students  will  especially  appreciate  the  small  classes 
and  special  colloquia  and  conferences  bri.nging  outstanding 
scholars  to  the  campus. 

Qualified  non-degree  candidates  who  cannot  go  to  school  at  any 
other  time  are  welcome  too. 

Status  is  not  important  but  seriousness  of  interest  and  adequacy 
of  preparation  are.

BRANDEIS  UNIVERSITY 

The  aims  of  Brandeis  University  were  stated  by  President  Sachar 
nine  years  ago.  First,  Brandeis  is  an  institution  of  quality  where 
integrity  of  learning,  of  research,  of  writing,  of  teaching  will 
never  be  compromised.  Secondly,  Brandeis  University  is  a  school 
of  spirit,  a  school  in  which  the  temper  and  climate  of  the  mind 
will  take  precedence  over  the  acquisition  of  skills.  Finally, 
Brandeis  offers  its  opportunities  of  learning  and  of  the  cultivation 
of  the  heart  to  all. 

THE  BRANDEIS  ENVIRONMENT 

Brandeis  is  a  wonderful  blend  of  the  old  and  new.  The  University 
campus,  comprising  more  than  200  acres,  is  situated  high  on 
tree-studded  hills  overlooking  the  panorama  of  the  suburbs  of 
Greater  Boston.  The  buildings  are  modem,  the  program  is  new, 
but  the  traditions  of  the  region  are  old  and  rich.  Fifteen  minutes 
from  historic  Concord  and  Lexington,  the  lowest  land  point  of 
the  campus  touches  the  Charles  River  and  the  highest  point  is 
New  England's  Boston  Rock.  Classrooms  will  be  in  the  modern 
air-conditioned  Rabb  Graduate  Center  completed  in  May  of  this 
year.  The  two-year  old  Student  Center  will  be  the  main  lounge 
and  dining  area,  and  two  new  dormitories  are  ready  for  sum- 
mer housing. 

Serious  study  in  a  relaxed  and  congenial  atmosphere  describes 
the  Brandeis  environment. 

RECREATION  AND  SOCIAL  ACTIVITIES 

Summer  is  a  time  for  fun  and  relaxation  as  well  as  serious  study. 
The  favorable  location  of  Brandeis  enables  its  students  to  enjoy 
both  the  charm  of  rustic  New  England  life  and  the  advantages  of 
metropolitan  Boston,  only  twelve  miles  from  the  campus.  Special 
trips  will  be  arranged  to  the  Tanglewood  Music  Festival  and  to 
historic  sites  in  the  area.  Three  professional  summer  theatres 
perform  nearby.  A  weekly  gazette  of  all  major  artistic,  recre- 
ational and  social  activities  off  and  on  campus  will  be  distributed 
to  students.  Sports  will  include  tennis,  badminton,  Softball, 
swimming  at  nearby  Walden  Lake  or  at  magnificent  Crane's 
Beach  only  an  hour  away.

ADMISSION.     Application  for  admission  to  the  Summer  School  must 

be  made  on  an  application  form  found  at  the  back  of  this  Bulletin, 

Candidates  for  advanced  degrees  will  be  admitted  without  further 

requirement. 

Undergraduates  are  required  to  submit  a  letter  of  recommendation 

addressed  to  the  Director  of  the  Summer  School,  in  addition  to  the 

regular   application  form. 

Non-degree  candidates  are  welcome  at  the  Brandeis  Summer  School. 

They  must  accompany  their  application  with  a  letter  explaining  their 

interest  in  and  qualifications  for  the  course  they  wish  to  take. 

Registration  coupons  will  be  mailed  to  the  applicant  upon  approval 

of  admission. 

All  applications  must  be  received  no  later  than  June  15,  1957. 

The   University  reserves  the  right  to  sever  the  connection  of  any 

student  for  any  reason  it  may  deem  appropriate. 

ACADEMIC  CREDIT.  Degree  credit  will  be  granted  on  the  basis  of 
three  credits  per  six  hour  week  to  graduate  and  undergradute  stu- 
dents who  desire  it  and  qualify.  Candidates  for  credit  will  be 
required  to  take  the  final  examination.  A  student  expecting  to  receive 
credit  for  Summer  School  work  toward  a  degree  at  another  institution 
is  advised  to  obtain  advance  approval  from  the  appropriate  official 
or  faculty  advisor  at  that  institution.  Grades  will  be  forwarded  to 
students  at  the  close  of  the  Summer  School. 

REGISTRATION.  Preliminary  registration  for  Brandeis  students  will 
take  place  April  29  from  9:00  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  at  the  Summer  School 
Office. 

Regular  registration  will  take  place  on  Monday,  June  24,  from  9:00  a.m. 
to  4:00  p.m.  at  the  Student  Center.  A  detailed  folder  of  instructions 
will  be  furnished  at  that  time. 

Students  may  register  for  courses  in  different  Institutes,  provided  they 
do  not  enroll  in  more  than  three  full  courses  altogether.

EXPLANATION  OF  FEES  AND  EXPENSES.  The  Registration  fee 
includes  registration,  the  use  of  health  and  recreational  facilities,  and 
entitles  the  student  to  participate  in  all  officially  sponsored  extra- 
curricular activities. 

Rooms  are  available  only  with  board.  A  limited  number  of  single 
rooms  are  available  at  slight  extra  charge.  All  rooms  are  modern  and 
furnished.  Students  will  be  supplied  with  linens  and  blankets.  All 
applicants  must  fill  out  the  dormitory  application  form  at  the  back  of 
this  Bulletin.  Those  who  wish  to  live  on  campus  must  accompany  their 
application  with  a  $5.00  deposit  which  will  not  be  returned  if  the 
student  fails  to  occupy  the  room. 

Meals  will  be  provided  in  the  Student  Center  Dining  Room  Monday 
through  Friday  each  week.  The  Brandeis  University  Snack  Bar,  located 
in  the  Student  Center,  will  operate  seven  days  a  week,  8:00  a.m.  to 
11:00  p.m.  Non-resident  students  may  arrange  for  a  fifteen  meal  per 
week  contract  similar  to  that  held  by  all  resident  students,  or  may  eat 
in  the  dining  room  or  snack  bar  on  a  cash  basis. 

LATE  REGISTRATION.  Students  will  be  permitted  to  register  no 
later  than  June  28.

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PHYSICS  INSTITUTE.  The  Institute  in  Theoretical  Physics  is  the  only- 
Institute  not  open  to  undergraduate  students.  Advanced  scholars  who 
wish  to  register  for  the  Institute  may  do  so.  Qualified  students  may 
take  all  the  courses  in  the  Theoretical  Physics  Institute  for  a  flat  fee 
of  $175.00  instead  of  the  $75.00  per  course  rate. 

A  limited  number  of  tuition  Fellowships  will  be  available  for  students 
who  plan  to  live  on  the  campus.  Fellowship  applicants  must  sup- 
plement the  application  form  found  in  the  back  of  this  Bulletin  with  a 
statement  requesting  Fellowship  aid.  They  will  receive  a  special  form 
to  be  completed  and  mailed  to  the  Brandeis  University  Program  in 
Theoretical  Physics,  Waltham  54,  Massachusetts,  no  later  than  May  31.
